ahead will, at first thought, take such advice with a grain of 
salt, but a careful analysis of the business situation today re- 
solves itself, according to Mr. Fisher's argument, into a prob- 
lem of dominating impressions and thought. To paraphrase 
Senator Fisher's remarks; somebody or a lot of somebodies 
started to talk depression when coal ceased yielding a five 
dollar per ton profit, when wholesalers and retailers had to 
quit marking their stocks up to market quotations and a man 
could not force a wage increase by refusing to work. The 
speaker made no attempt to deny that things had slowed up 
but insisted that the old ship of prosperity was still moving 
along under steam but making no headway because of the heavy 
fog of gloom. This gloom and pessimism has invaded the home, 
the office, the factory; has become a habit of speech, even the 
weather for the coming winter being described by every prophet 
as the most severe in years, and great will be the disappoint- 
ment of these misery lovers if each and every one of us do 
not freeze at least one toe this winter. 


Gloom, pessimism and depression is the prevailing and 


dominant thought and passion; all without any sound basis of 
reasoning, but back of it all is the firm faith of everybody in 
the-inherent ability of Americans to break through the lines of 
beclouded thinking and emerge therefrom without even a mist 
from the expected storm. 


Have we control over our minds? Are we going to permit 


the idle chatter of gloom dispensers to warp our mental pro- 
cesses sto such an extent that \ve think as they do? 
Are we 


going to stop along the road to listen to their tale of woe or 
shall we joint the procession led by the spirit of Farragut who 
shouted Go Ahead! 


Senator Fisher, we thank > ou. We have a new vision.
